A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face. video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/iew.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An Inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark OfTice should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary.

The Interview Summary Fonri shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional con-espondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicant pointed out, with respecct to claim 39 that the modification 
of the corneal surface was a physical result and thus the 101 rejection was inapplicable to at least that claim. The 
examiner agreed, but noted that the step of ablating the eye was not properly part of a method of determining the 
accuracy of a gradient array. Applicant also questioned the applicability of the rejection under 35 (JSC 103. The 
examiner noted that the argument put forth in the previously filed appeal brief was that there was no evidence of record 
that performing the integration of Seibel et al would provide the accuracy determination claimed. The examiner noted 
that various parts of the originally filed disclosure, not the leasrt of which being original claim 9, recited that the 
accuracy determination was done by oerforming the integration. Applicant then suggested the limitation of that 
performing the integration along multiple paths. The examiner stated that while he could not recall all the particulars of 
the Seible et al reference, that such a limitation could possably define over Seibel et al. Applicant then pointed to claim 
20, which recited performing a first along a first path and a second integration along a second path wherein the starting 
and ending points of both paths were the same. The examiner noted that there was nothing in the claim that restricted 
these integration paths to be around the same point, but could also apply two the situation of performing 
integrationintegrations around two separate points wherein at least one point on the boundary of each path was the 
same. 
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
